majorty for Gee. Harrison. In New 
Jersey a revolution in sentiuieut hris 
occurred. 
William E. Masou of Chi- 


cago said that during his recent tour 
through the State 
he 
was greatly 


surprised at the number of Democrats 
who boldly declared for Gen. Harrison. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 29.—Poll- 


ing the State is now nearly completed 
by the Republicans for the first time in 
two years. The work will be iiaished 
and the result known in three days. 
The returns so far are highly encourag- 
ing, it is said, and indicate a Republi- 
can plurality of 10,000. This places the 
probable result more than 3,000 above 
what Garfield had, arid the figures are 
considered entirely trustworthy. There 
have been large numbers of deserters 
from the Democracy on account of the 
free trade position o! the party and its 
infamous record in State affairs.

such influence as this, and speak of it 
jocularly, is treason to the home and 
little less to the country. 


The Boston Daily Globe deserves a 


good deal of credit for Us enterprise in 
securing from ex-Governor John D. 
Long, of Massachusetts, a elear, truth- 
ful and non-partisan statement in rela- 
tion to General Harrison's record on the 
Chinese question. It is printed in full 
below, aud should be read by every fair- 
minded wage-earner in the country: 


"Harrison, when Senator, voted in 


1882 against what was called the Page 
bill. It was a bill which, as he and 
many other sound lawyers believed, 
violated the provisions of the treaty 
then existing between the United States 
aud China, and there was, therefore, 110 
other way in which be could honestly 
vote, being a statesman and not a dema- 
gogue. 
"But as to excluding the Chinese and 


stopping the 
outrageous system by 


which they were dumped upon tbe 
Pacific Ooa^t, he was in favor of accom- 
plishing that object in the only waj 
possible—by some bill that should be 
in haimouy with existing obligations, 
or by making a new treaty that would 
usura exclusion. In fact, the Page 
measure, after 
it 
became law, was 


louncl to be ineffectual, and further leg- 
.alation was necessary. A bill was 
therefore introduced two or three years 
ago, 
in the Forty-ninth Congress, by 


Mr. Morrow in the House, and by Sen- 
ator Fair in the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, of which Senator 
Harrison was a member. 


"It was a vigorous bill, carefully pre- 


pared by members of Congress repre- 
senting the Pacific slope, and approved 
by United States officials who were 
familiar with the difficulties of enforc- 
ing Chinese exclusion. It v?aa drawn 
by Mr. Morrow, who had been Assistant 
United States District Attorney, and it 
was an advance on any previous legisla- 
tion. 
The Senate committee unani- 


mously reported it, back favorably, find 
it passed the Senate with no dissenting 
vote, Senator Harrison, therefore, vot- 
ing for it, although Senator Hoar, it 
should in justice to his position be said, 
opposed it in debate. 
"It ia said that in 1882 Harrison 


voted against an amendment of Senator 
Failey, providing that no court should 
admit Chinese to citizenship. But as 
Senator Edmunds then pointed out, 
our naturalization laws already forbade 
Chinese naturalization. It hud been so 
decided in the Courts. Sruutor Ed- 
munds therefore proposed u substitute 
for Farley's amendment, us follows: 
'Nothing in this Act shall hi- rc.uBtrued 
o change thn existing ti.ituialization 
aws BO as to admit Chin("!o | PI sous to 
HizsQship.'

coast it requires no irrigation, nud will 
give several crops of hay of from one to 
t'vo tons to the acre each year, or it may 
L J pastured during a part of the year, 
then tho stock taken off, and in u few 
weeks a crop of hay out, after which it 
uiny bs allowed to go to seed, whan it 
may bo threshed for the seed, of which

rtmult from overfeeding on green clover, 
rya ami corn. 
Stock should only bo 


allowed very small feeds of such green 
things in the early Spring when Chang- 
ing from dry feed. 


Alfulfa is really not a first-olasg graz- 


ing plant, except when hurdles are used. 
Hurdles in tliis case are movable pens 
of sufficient area to cover enough gro and 
(o give a iit-rtaui number of stock a feed. 
A hurdle is set up in the pasture, the 
stock turned into it; they get their feed 
and are at onoe taken out. 
Pastured in 


this way alfalfa would, without doubt, 
produce more food to the acre than any 
oth*r plnnt in the woild, and if tha sys- 
tem was worked just right a plantation 
Would last for an indefinite time and the 
land increase in richness. 


This plan is much the same aa soil- 


ing, except that in this the animals har- 
vest aud carry their own food. To carry 
out the plan in perfection, the alfalfa 
should be sown in drills ono foot apart. 
Tbea so soon UB the plot is fed off, a 
very small, strong "bull-tongue " plow 
should be run deeply between each row; 
;heu irrigate, if needed. 
Iu this way 


;here would be no waste nor firming of 
;he soil by tramping, and the cattle 
being driven directly to a yard, all their 
manure could be saved and returned to 
the alfalfa patch.

BY BOILING. 


Cutting Rjeen fodder of any kind aad 


feeding it to utock in racks in a yard or 
stable is termed "soiling." This is, 
perhaps, the most economical of all ways 
;o feed green fodder, exottpfc it be the 
above plan of hurdles. 
In this way 


nothing is lost; no more feed need be 


ivon than the stock will eat up clean; 
they cau put in the comfort of the stable 
or in the shade, of the open shed or 
;rovo. 


The only objection to this mode of 


eedmg is that green fodder is very 
leavy s'nff to handle, and it requires a 
great amount of hard work. 
But we 


would suggest to our mechanics that 
his objection may be perfectly overcome 
by having a reaper which will cut low, 
with a platform large enough to hold 
quite (i lot of feod; then when the far- 
mer comes home with the team from the 
)low, he oun hook onto the machine, 
out the necessary amount of fued, drive 
up to the cattle stable, und "tho old 
woman and the ga}s " can feed the cows

interest is subversiveof the rightsoi thepeople 
oppressive, unjust, and should be repudiated. 


Resolved, That a financial policy whereby both 


sold aud silver shall form the basis of circula- 
tion, -whether the money used by the people be 
coin or in certificates redeemable in coin, or 
both, us convenience may require, is impera- 
tively demanded. 


Resolaid, That the attempt to substitute Na- 
tional bank notes, costing the ftovernment 
millions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
eostinij nothing,is an outrage upon the people; 
tnat the money ring or trust, which ba« usurped 
tho sovereign power of the Government to is- 
sue money, and which has f aandulently demon- 
etized silver and seized the revenues of the 
Government for private speculation, shocks the 
moral sense of tho people and destroys respect 
for Government and law. We demand that this 
ring or trust be destroyed and equal rights re- 
stored to all people, 


Jlesolved, That wo charge that President 
Cleveland is the willing tool or agent of a pow- 
erlul money ring which fattens the subsidies of 
tho Government, makes war on silver, issues
